“If Carter had his way , his 
people wou ld hav e wiped me 
ou t. Bu t there are still 22 pri­ 
maries to go. 
“The election is goin g to be 
won or lost in the big in du strial 
states an d C arter’s record is

Officials in the Illin ois Departmen t of Men tal Health 
con firm that a redu ction of 17 5 staff employ es at the Dix on 
Dev elopmen tal Cen ter is plan n ed. 
“We an ticipate that 1,690 person s will be employ ed at 
the Dix on facility by Ju n e 30,19 7 7 ,” reported Dr. Richard 
E. Blan ton , depu ty director for Dev elopmen tal Disabili­ 
ties, to The Telegraph. Then Blan ton added that 1,865 peo­ 
ple presen tly are employ ed here. 
The primary reason for the staff redu ction is a 
plan n ed tran sfer of 280 residen ts at the cen ter in to three 
n ew men tal health cen ters n ear the Chicago area. “The 
three cen ters: Wau kegan Dev elopmen tal Cen ter, Wau ke­ 
gan , Howe Dev elopmen tal Cen ter, Tin ley Park, an d Lu de- 
man Dev elopmen tal Cen ter, Park Forest, are more mod­ 
em an d ‘home like,’ ” ex plain ed Blan ton . “Each of the 
three n ew facilities is presen tly u n der capacity .” 


The residen ts of the Dix on cen ter to be tran sferred are 
from the Chicago area. Tran sferrin g them n earer to their 
homes, men tal health officials feel, will be more desira­ 
ble. Abou t 1,7 00 residen ts n ow liv e at the Dix on facility . 
Presen tly the staff-residen t ratio in Dix on is on a on e- 
to-on e basis. “If we did n ot redu ce the staff u pon the resi­ 
den t tran sfer, an u n n ecessarily high ratio (1.2 to 1) wou ld 
ex ist,” Blan ton said from his Sprin gfield office. 
Dav id Edelson , su perin ten den t of the Dix on Dev elop­ 
men tal Cen ter, reported that n o plan s hav e been made to 
lay off an y person n el. “It wou ld be prematu re to giv e a 
statemen t (abou t a lay off) becau se we are n ow ex amin in g 
the situ ation an d attem ptin g to make some plan s.” 
Blan ton did ex plain that su pport serv ices position s 
wou ld first be con sidered for redu ction . “Care serv ices 
(n u rses, doctors, aides, etc.) wou ld n ot be elimin ated u n ­ 
less absolu tely n ecessary .” 
State Men tal Health officials hope that most of the 
staff redu ction s will be achiev ed throu gh attrition .

The former Georgia gov ern or 
had gon e to bed trailin g Udall, 
bu t v otes from Wiscon sin ’s 
more con serv ativ e ru ral dis­ 
tricts thru st Carter in to first 
place early today . Within min ­ 
u tes, Carter was back with 300 
screamin g su pporters, wav in g 
a Milwau kee n ewspaper ov er 
his head. 
The headlin e: “Carter Upset 
by Udall.” 
“An d we won an y how,” the 
smilin g Carter shou ted. 
With the v ote from 99 per 
cen t of Wiscon sin ’s precin cts 
cou n ted, it was this way : 
Carter had 269,47 7 , or 37 per 
cen t, to 262,395, or 36 per cen t, 
for the Arizon a con gressman . 
Alabama Gov . George C. Wal­ 
lace trailed with 92,112 v otes, 13 
per cen t, followed by Washin g­ 
ton Sen . Hen ry M. Jackson , 
who had 47 ,304 v otes, or 7 per 
cen t, an d an tiabortion can di­ 
date Ellen McCormick, with 
26,7 50 or 4 per cen t. 
Former Oklahoma Sen . Fred 
Harris an d fou r can didates n o 
lon ger in the race — Sen s. 
Lloy d Ben tsen of Tex as an d 
Birch Bay h of In dian a, Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia Gov . Milton Shapp an d 
R. Sargen t Shriv er — got a 
scatterin g of v otes. 
Presiden t Ford was the clear 
win n er of Wiscon sin ’s Repu bli­ 
can primary , ou tpollin g chal­ 
len ger Ron ald Reagan with 55 
per cen t of the v ote. Reagan 
had 44 per cen t. Ford, with 99 
per cen t cou n ted, had 324,921 
v otes to Reagan ’s 260,868. 
The Presiden t’s six th pri­ 
m ary v ictory earn ed him all of

Jackson in 
a ll-out fight

NEW YORK (AP) - Sen . 
Hen ry M. Jackson said today 
he believ es his v ictory in New 
York’s Democratic presiden tial 
primary will help him win an 
“all-ou t fight” in his n ex t test 
in n eighborin g Pen n sy lv an ia. 
“We’ll carry Pen n sy lv an ia,” 
Jackson predicted in an in ter­ 
v iew 
with 
The 
Associated 
Press. “New York is a sy mbol 
of political power an d mov e­ 
men t. An y time y ou win ov er 
100 delegates in an election , it 
has political impact.” 
Bolstered by his stron g su p­ 
port from Jewish v oters, labor 
an d organ ization Democrats, 
Jackson won claim in Tu es­ 
day ’s election to 107 of the 
state’s 27 4 delegates to the 
D em ocratic 
N ation al 
Con ­ 
v en tion . 
His closest challen ger, Rep. 
Morris Udall of Arizon a, fin ­ 
ished with 69 delegates, an d 
former Georgia Gov . Jimmy 
Carter won 33. An other 65 u n ­ 
committed delegates were se­ 
lected. Jackson claimed today 
that “at least on e-qu arter” of 
the u n committed delegates su p­ 
ported him. 
Thou gh he didn ’t achiev e the 
lan dslide majority win in New 
York he had repeatedly proj­ 
ected, Jackson said he stood to 
gain more from his solid v icto­ 
ry than his riv als did from 
their close on e-two in ish in 
Wiscon sin . 
The Washin gton sen ator said 
the n arrow v ictory in Wiscon sin 
by Carter ov er Udall assu red 
that the Pen n sy lv an ia primary 
on April 27 “will be an all-ou t 
fight in stead of otherwise on e- 
on -on e. 
“The margin of v ictory for 
Carter was so close that Udall 
is certain ly goin g to be in 
Pen n sy lv an ia with a su bstan tial 
effort.” 
Jackson predicted his New 
York win wou ld carry ov er in to 
Pen n sy lv an ia becau se v oters 
there “feel closer to New York 


in ev ery way ,” an d the states 
face sim ilar issu es of u n em­ 
ploy men t an d u rban fin an cial 
problems. He said he ex pected 
to get “ov erwhelmin g labor 
su pport” in Pen n sy lv an ia. 
Jackson origin ally had pre­ 
dicted he wou ld win in New 
York by a 2-1 margin , bu t later 
rev ised his hopes down ward to 
51 per cen t, or 138 of the state’s 
delegates. 
Tu esday n ight, he professed 
n o disappoin tmen t in the re­ 
su lts. 
Speakin g to a rally of su p­ 
porters, he declared, "We’v e 
got ou r lan dslide; 
we ju st 
missed the majority . We had 
the largest harv est of dele­ 
gates.” 
At least 16 of the u n com­ 
mitted delegates hav e en dorsed 
Sen . Hu bert Hu mphrey of Min ­ 
n esota, cu rren tly an av owed 
n on can didate. Man y New York 
Democratic politician s said pri­ 
v ately that Hu mphrey cou ld get 
a large share of Jackson 's dele­ 
gates if the Washin gton sen ator 
does n ot win the n omin ation . 
In the largely u n con tested 
Repu blican primary , three su p­ 
porters of former Californ ia 
Gov . 
Ron ald 
Reagan 
were 
elected as delegates. Bu t the 
other 114 GOP con v en tion seats 
at stake wen t to u n committed 
delegates lean in g toward Presi­ 
den t Ford, most of whom were 
elected withou t opposition . 
Jackson ’s fin ish gav e him 41 
per cen t of the state’s delega­ 
tion — an impressiv e showin g 
compared with the 22 per cen t 
of the popu lar v ote he won in 
his on ly other primary v ictory , 
last mon th in Massachu setts. 
Bu t the popu lar v ote from 
New York’s primary is impos­ 
sible to measu re precisely , be­ 
cau se the ballotin g process re­ 
qu ires each v oter to cast from 
fou r to six v otes for con v en tion - 
delegate can didates rather than 
for the presiden tial can didates 
directly .

Ev en thou gh Orv al G earhart Jr. re- 
rked to this reporter Mon day n ight, 
er the City Cou n cil had rejected his 
‘-an n ex ation agreemen t, that he wou ld 
et some cows an d let them graze, 
it’s all it’s good for n ow,” we’re bettin g 
v on ’t happen . 
Gearhart has had plan s to dev elop the 
acres at Plu m Hollow ev er sin ce they 
ised to be a golf cou rse. I don ’t thin k 
11 stop n ow. Mean while, dev elopmen t 
the area remain s sewer-bou n d, wait* 
; for an altern ate proposal. 
When Gearhart first approached the 
y Cou n cil some n in e mon ths ago with a 
in to dev elop the area, he kn ew it 
u ldn ’t be easy . There were v ariou s 
idblocks. Pre-an n ex ation agreemen ts 
re n ew grou n d for the cou n cil. There 
u ld be liqu or licen se problems when 
arhart’s Plu m Hollow Bowlin g Lan es 
re ev en tu ally an n ex ed. Bu t he took the 
an ce. 
, , 
He felt the problems of the liqu or li- 
ise cou ld wait an d opted for a plan to 
su re sewage for the tract he plan n ed to 
v elop. 
, 
. 
To Gearhart, it was simple en ou gh. 
! checked with Willett, Hofman n . Asso­ 


ciates, the firm which han dles the lion ’s 
share of the en gin eerin g for the city , an d 
fou n d that there was a total of 117 gallon s 
per min u te of sewer flow left u n u sed in 
the Lowell Park lift station . He proposed 
bu ildin g a lift station on his property ca­ 
pable of han dlin g 117 gallon s per min u te 
an d deedin g the lift station to the city in 
retu rn for a fiv e-y ear gu aran tee that he 
cou ld u se all the sewage capacity of that 
lift station . 
It was as simple as that. Bu t it seemed 
to become more complicated at each City 
Cou n cil discu ssion . The agreemen t was 
attacked by the City Plan Commission at 
a pu blic hearin g. Those thin gs sou ght by 
the plan n ers were in corporated in to the 
agreemen t. There was a qu estion of de­ 
fen din g the legality of the agreemen t 
shou ld it be attacked in cou rt, bu t that, 
too, was ev en tu ally iron ed ou t. In the en d 
it boiled down to the fact the City Cou n cil 
wou ldn ’t giv e G earhart a gu aran tee of 
100 gallon s an d he wou ldn ’t accept an y ­ 
thin g less. 
What abou t that sewage flow? Did 
G earhart ask for too mu ch? Did the City 
Cou n cil offer en ou gh? 
If y ou listen to Jerald B. Con roy of 
Willett, Hofman n , y ou fin d that the whole 
thin g is n othin g bu t probabilities all 
bou n d u p in red tape created by the En ­ 
v iron men tal Protection Agen cy (EPA). 
In the first place, the Lowell Park lift 
station has more than a 300-gallon -per- 
min u te capacity . Con roy say s there are 
two pu mps in the lift station presen tly 
each capable of pu ttin g ou t 300 gallon s 
per min u te. When both kick in , they pu t 
ou t 540 gallon s per min u te, he related. 
“Bu t for EPA pu iposes, the lift station 
had to be rated with on e pu mp ou t.” 
When Gearhart checked the en gin eer­ 
in g he was tojfl that 183 of the 300-gallon 


capacity is bein g u sed. Bu t that also is 
n ot a fact. Thou gh it’s an in ex act scien ce 
at the best, en gin eers figu re there is an 
av erage flow of on ly 7 3.2 gallon s per min ­ 
u te in to the lift station , bu t again EPA 
say s y ou hav e to mu ltiply that by 2.5 in a 
lift station to get a peak capacity figu re. 
Wou ld the EPA hav e cou n ted the Low­ 
ell Park lift station at fu ll capacity the 
momen t the Gearhart lift station was 
hooked u p to it, ev en thou gh there may be 
on ly a few gallon s flowin g? 
Con roy say s y es, the EPA wou ld hav e 
theoretically con sidered the lift station at 
capacity . 
Cou ld the Lowell Park lift station be 
u pgraded? Qu ite easily an d econ omical­ 
ly , say s Con roy , “by u sin g larger impel­ 
lers an d in creasin g motor size.” Produ c­ 
in g a chart of ou tpu t on the lift station , he 
compu ted the capacity cou ld be raised to 
between 420 an d 450 gallon s per min u te 
(EPA ratin g, well abov e that in actu al­ 
ity .) 
Wou ld the sewer lin e serv in g the lift 
station an d carry in g the flow ov er Gale­ 
n a Av en u e to join a grav ity feed sewer in 
the n eighborhood of Hal Roberts Co. han ­ 
dle the addition al flow? 
Qu ite easily , Con roy related. Wou ld 
there be an y problems or bottlen ecks in 
the grav ity feed lin e? No, becau se the 
situ ation gets better as the fall in creases, 
an d EPA ratin gs on grav ity feed lin es are 
av erage flow times fou r, n ot 2.5 as in lift 
station s. 
Was there an y dan ger that u pgradin g 
the Lowell Park lift station an d addin g 
117 gallon s per min u te for the Gearhart 
lift station pu t the sewer lin e on the EPA 
critical list an d prev en t fu tu re dev elop­ 
men t? 
“That situ ation does n ot presen tly ex ­ 
ist,” Con roy stated flatly 


How mu ch dev elopmen t wou ld the 117 
gallon s allow' on the Gearhart property ? 
A qu ick compu tation led to the figu re of 
abou t 191 hou ses. “I’m su rprised he 
asked for it all,” Con roy commen ted. The 
“hou ses” u sed by en gin eers for their 
compu tation s are three-bedroom size 
with an av erage family size of 3.5 per­ 
son s. The figu re u sed in compu tin g a 
sewer flow from su ch a hou se is .6 gallon s 
per min u te. 


So it’s all based on probabilities, as 
Con roy say s. 
On almost an y issu e before the City 
Cou n cil, this reporter can gen erally tell 
how the v ote is goin g to come ou t, bu t on 
the Gearhart pre-an n ex ation agreemen t 
thin gs weren ’t that easy . 
Ex ample1- Commission er Jim G. 
Bu rke was the first member of the cou n ­ 
cil to men tion that the 117 gallon s of sew­ 
er flow possibly shou ld be cu t, y et before 
the fin al v ote was taken , he was the on e 
willin g to go the farthest to sav e the 
agreemen t. 
Ex ample— When the agreemen t was 
attacked from the cou n cil floor by Ken ­ 
n eth Nelson , H. W. Beeler an d attorn ey s 
represen tin g them, it was Commission er 
Walter P. Lohse who leaped to the de­ 
fen se of the agreemen t, say in g he object­ 
ed to labelin g it a “pie in the sky ” scheme 
as had been charged by the protesters. 
Bu t in the en d, it was Lohse, alon g with 
Commission er Thomas A. Den smore, 
who refu sed to bu dge far en ou gh to get an 
agreemen t acceptable to Gearhart. 
Lohse an d Den smore ex plain ed their 
v otes again st the proposal, an d each 
seemed to hav e a differen t reason . 
Lohse said he was con cern ed abou t 
the legality of allotin g all the sewer ca­ 
pacity to on e party . He said he felt what 


was offered Gearhart was fair. 
Den smore stated simply he felt the 
cou n cil cou ld giv e Gearhart 65 gallon s 
an d when he u sed it u p an d asked for 
more, giv e it to him. 
Both Lohse an d Den smore hin ted that 
althou gh the sewer lin e all the way to the 
riv er is adequ ate, they felt there may be 
a problem from there to the treatmen t 
plan t. 


Then , too, the motiv es of Nelson , Bee­ 
ler an d their attorn ey s are open to qu es­ 
tion At the March 2 meetin g Nelson an d 
his attorn ey , Dav id Williamson , each 
took tu rn s protestin g the proposed agree­ 
men t. Nelson own s property across 111. 26 
from the Gearhart tract. Qu otin g Nelson 
at the March 1 meetin g: 
“I hav e property av ailable for dev el­ 
opmen t my self. I’v e spen t more than 
$30,000 gettin g it ready for fu tu re dev el­ 
opmen t. I feel that the sewer u se shou ld 
be giv en to someon e who is ready rather 
than ty in g it u p for fiv e y ears. If I were 
y ou I wou ld be acu tely aware of ou r n eed 
for sewer an d water rather than the pos­ 
sibility of somethin g happen in g in fiv e 
y ears. Withou t an y plan s, how can y ou 
act on n eed? All it is is a pipe dream 
which cu ts someon e else ou t of u se of the 
sewer.” 
Qu otin g Williamson at the same meet­ 
in g: 
“ It is primarily ou r con cern that an y ­ 
on e seekin g an ex clu siv e u se prov ision 
shou ld su bmit detailed plan s.

Beeler, too, an d his attorn ey , Jock 
Heaton , each took tu rn s attackin g the 
agreemen t, Beeler say in g he had tried 
the same thin g in Ottawa an d Sterlin g 
an d been rejected. Heaton called for 


more detailed plan s to su bstan tiate the 
requ est. 
Yet, ev en as the Gearhart pre-an n ex ­ 
ation agreemen t was goin g down to de­ 
feat, the City Cou n cil had already been 
giv en a proposed pre-an n ex ation agree 
men t, asked join tly by Nelson an d Bee­ 
ler, presiden t of Lin coln Village Dev elop­ 
men t Co., which reads the same as the 
Gearhart proposal. On ly the n ames of the 
petition ers an d the tracts of lan d are 
chan ged. Rather than bu ild a lift station 
the join t proposal offered to u pgrade the 
Lowell Park lift station an d asks for a 
gu aran tee of 180 gallon s of sewer equ ally 
div ided for a fiv e-y ar period 
In the case of Beeler, it is ev en more 
qu estion able. All the sewer compu tation s 
made by en gin eers con cern in g the Low­ 
ell Park lift station con tain ed reserv ed 
sewage flow for the 19th Green , an apart­ 
men t project plan n ed by Lin coln Village 
Dev elopmen t Co. 
What abou t fu tu re dev elopmen t of the 
Plu m Hollow area? 
It looked like the whole thin g was re­ 
solv ed in an earlier admin istration when 
a dev eloper an n ou n ced plan s for the Van 
Hoose farm n orth of the Brown Shin gle 
restau ran t. That plan called for a sewer 
lin e ru n n in g alon g the n atu ral drain age 
of Plu m Creek. It wou ld hav e open ed the 
way for dev elopmen t of all the property 
in qu estion an d more. The plan fell 
throu gh when the City Cou n cil an d the 
dev eloper, Vav ru s In c., were n ot able to 
agree on , y ou gu essed it, the sewer lin e. 
May be City Bu ildin g Official Howard 
Smith has the best an swer. It’s an ov er­ 
simplification , bu t it sou n ds logical.

Immoral reaction 
to moral decision

WASHINGTON 
(NEA)— Ac­ 
cording to the Code of Federal 
Regulations (Title 28 , Sections 1.1 
through 1.9 ) the president of the 
United States has the authority to 
commute the sentence o f any one 
conv icted of v iolating a law in the 
nation. One of the enabling reasons 
cited is that of “ unusual circum­ 
stances” which may be obv ious in 
a particular case and which may 
therefore suggest the use of co m­ 
mon sense or compassion in letting 
a subject go. 
Fo llo ws a brief story , then, of 
one man in prison today whose rea­ 
sons for being there surely qualify 
as unusual circumstances. They 
also qualify as a jo y less commen­ 
tary on American legal judgment. 
The prisoner is named Bruce 
Baechler, he is 21 y ears old this 
week. Three y ears ago, on turning 
18, Baechler was obliged by law to 
register his name with the nation’s 
Selectiv e Serv ice. Though the Viet­ 
nam war had o fficially ended and 
the U.S. military had been changed 
from a co nscript to an all-v olunteer 
force, thus making the draft dead, 
Baechler was with thousands of 


others his age still required to co m­ 
plete formalities. 
He cho se not to. A Quaker paci­ 
fist, a stubborn y oung man who had 
dropped out of high school to join 
the peace mov ement, he marched 
into a draft board office in North 
Carolina to say that he could not in 
good co nscience register. Told that 
the signing was merely academic, 
that only an act of Congress could 
force him into the v olunteer army , 
he still refused. He said that ev en 
his signature was a form of cooper­ 
ating with war, and that was 
against his beliefs. 
As it happened, he was not alone 
in his failure to comply . What with 
the confusion brought about by ra­ 
pid transitions in military and Se­ 
lectiv e Serv ice regulations, untold 
thousands of 18 -y ear-olds were for 
reasons of ignorance or preference 
derelict in registering. The others, 
howev er, kept quiet. Baechler not 
only gav e his decision out loud to 
the draft people, but to a U.S. attor­ 
ney as well. His was a political act, 
after all, v alueless if done with se­ 
crecy . 
So conv inced was he of the cor­ 
rectness of his cause, in fact, the 
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y oung man did not ev en try to 
av oid punishment. He could easily 
hav e joined legions o f other resist­ 
ers in underground security , but 
again, his was a political and moral 
purpose. When the FBI informed 
him of the arrest warrant in his 
name, he told them where he could 
be found—in a Quaker meeting 
room, pray ing with his mother and 
father. 
His courtroom 
defense was 
spirited and embraced a number o f 
arguments. He was nonetheless 
told that though the military no 
longer had the right to force him 
into serv ice, the state had the right 
to identify him for future potential­ 
ities. On April 24, 19 74, after a long 
jury deliberation, Baechler was 
found guilty and sentenced to 26 
months incarceration. An appeal to 
the Supreme Court was rejected. 
Ironically , at about the same 
time the federal gov ernment was 
penalizing this y oung dev iant for 
failing to register for the draft, it 
was also suspending its registra­ 
tion requirements. This suspension 
has now been made permanent. 
The Selectiv e Serv ice today is, to 
quote its director, “ in deep standby 
posture,” its staff cut from 1,400 to 
100, its duties almost nil. And so it 
is that Bruce Baechler, perhaps the 
last man conv icted o f a Selectiv e 
Serv ice v iolation, is in jail for an 
offense that is no longer possible to 
commit. 
He is serv ing sentence in the 
Kennedy Youth Center in Morgan­ 
town, W.Va., a minimum security 
institution within the U.S. Bureau 
of Priso ns archipelago. It is not the 
Bastille, neither is it pleasant. In 
any ev ent for him it is unjust. He 
say s he’s bored y et not sorry or re­ 
pentant, “ If we don’t end war it will 
end us.” According to the terms of 
the court, he has 18 more months to 
think about it. 
Admittedly , there is room for 
debate regarding the prisoner’s 
sense of responsibility . But not 
much. He clearly put conscience 
before country , often a v irtue these 
day s, and God before man. His im­ 
prisonment is shameful, a despe­ 
rate wrong. Without delay the 
President should set aside his con­ 
v iction and let this good man liv e 
free

REFLECTIONS— The news 
wire serv ices and radio networks 
usually monitor co mments made 
by public figures interv iewed on 
the three TV networks on Sunday 
mornings and file stories or broad­ 
cast ex cerpts of the conv ersations 
and on later broadcasts affiliate 
TV statio ns rerun some edited se­ 
quences of the interv iews. 
The three persons quizzed last

Henry J ackson, D- 
Washington, both candidates for 
the Demo cratic nomination to run 
for President, and King Hussein 
Ibn Tala of J ordan. 
Apparently so engro ssed with 
the presidential primaries being 
held, the rehashes of the three in­ 
terv iews failed to take notice of 
comments by two o f the interv iew­ 
ees that point to the Middle East 
and indirectly predict there is 
more danger there than tho se seek­ 
ing the highest office in the land 
hav e made any mention about. 
Sen. J ackson, known for his pro- 
Israel stands, started by try ing to 
ex plain how he, as President, could 
be trusted by Egy pt. “ The Israelis 
hav e confidence in me and the 
Egy ptians are not enough adv erse 
to me to cause Sadat (Anwar, pres­ 
ident and premier) to swing to the 
USSR if I were President,” de­ 
clared the senator. 
The questioning then turned to 
Lebanon. 
J ackson said the Palestinians 
and others are committing geno ­ 
cide against Catholics in Lebanon. 
“ They slaughtered first the J ews 
and then the Christians and this is 
the PLO (Palestinian Liberation 
Organization) which brags about 
negotiation by terro r.” 
Sy ria, strongly backed by the 
Sov iet Union, has been menacingly 
threatening to inv ade Lebanon and 


J ackson was askr ? if Israel would 
be justified in inv ading southern 
Lebanon should Sy ria interv ene in 
the civ il war in that nation and he 
replied, “ no .” 
He v olunteered, “ Efforts should 
be made to prev ent Sy ria from 
making that mov e because it in­ 
v o lv es Moslems, J ews and Chris­ 
tians and at least 40 p,sr cent of 
Lebanon is Catholic. 
“ It would be a catastrophe if 
Sy ria interv enes and there is a 
good possibility that will o ccur.” 
J ackson predicted if Sy ria in­ 
terv enes in Lebanon, Israel will 
mov e into Lebanon and the Rus­ 
sians will play a v ery strong role 
because of their co mmitments to 
Sy ria and the U.S. will be inv olv ed 
because of interests in that area. 
“ The danger is not the little 
country of Lebanon but the buildup 
of weapons in the Middle East 
which could lead to such a confron­ 
tation as we had in 19 73.” The sena­ 
tor referred to large-scale fighting 
which broke out between Israel and 
the Arab nations in 19 73 which end­ 
ed in an inconclusiv e cease-fire. 
J ackson further prophesied, “ It 
is almo st certain if Sy ria unilater­ 
ally mo v es into Lebanon, the result 
wifi be Israel mov ing against them 
and that could set o ff another oil 
embargo against the West. It is the 
most dangerous area in the Mid­ 
east right no w.” 
J ackso n’s 
co m ments 
were 
made on the CBS Face the Nation 
program. 
Meanwhile on the Issues and 
Answers program on ABC, King 
Hussein was telling his interv iew­ 
ers he has great affection for Pres­ 
ident Lt. Gen. Hafez al Assad, 
president of Sy ria, and respects his 
ability , courage and lauded him as 
a great patriot. 
The King is here to meet with 


President Ford asking for more 
military assistance for J ordan. In 
response to a question that if the 
U.S. did not giv e him what he want­ 
ed, would his country look to the 
Sov iet Union to supply their mili­ 
tary wants, Hussein said his coun­ 
try must remain militarily strong 
and if the U.S. do es not fulfill their 
request for arms an assessment of 
the national security of J ordan 
would determine whether they 
would look to the USSR as a suppli­ 
er o f weapons. 


“ The J ordanian people must be 
protected from any one who would 
inv ade our co untry ,” declared the 
King. 
Giv en these ingredients, which 
could lead to a conflagration in the 
Mideast and with one of the U.S. al­ 
lies in that region giv ing notice the 
national security of that country 
precedes any loy alty to the U.S., 
one can only ask why this crisis is 
not on the agenda of issues being 
discussed by the presidential can­ 
didates. 


For openers, one can bet Dr. 
Henry K issinger, secretary o f 
state, and President Ford, knowing 
more than we do and perhaps more 
than Sen. J ackson does, are betting 
the lid will not blow off the pot ov er 
Lebanon 
before the 
Nov ember 
elections. 
The preponderance o f the co n­ 
sequences of a Sy rian interv ention 
in Lebanon and a loss o f J ordan as 
a pro-West Arabic ally , it seems to 
us the issue v ery directly affects 
the national security of the U.S. 
An oil embargo could mean a 
near national crisis, but a confron­ 
tation of the U.S. and the USSR 
ov er meddlers in the Lebanese 
civ il war could hav e much grav er 
consequences.

E l­ 
ton Fa w ks of E a st M oline, who 
recently com pleted a surv ey of 
ea gle roosting a rea s for the Na ­ 
tional W ildlife Federa tion, sa y s 
there is “ a m a jor ea gle roost­ 
ing a rea at ev ery lock and dam 
a long the riv er—29 in a ll and 15 
in Illinois.” 


The da m s keep the water 
open y ea r around, and a s sm a ll 
fish a re sw ept ov er the dam 
they fa ll prey to the ea gles. 
Along m ost lock and da m s, 
the federa l gov ernm ent owns 
la rge tra cts of land, Fa wks 
sa id, which a re controlled by 
the U.S. Fish and W ildlife Serv ­ 
ice.

op ca ta ra cts. The rats studied, 
howev er, a te essentia lly noth­ 
ing but y ogurt and I presum e 
that y our diet does include oth- 


erthings. 
The theory 
a dv a nced was 
that the double suga r, la ctose, 
found in milk and m ilk products 
wa s responsible for the dev el­ 
opment of ca ta ra cts in rats. 
The scien tists reporting the 
study sta ted that they thought 
com m ercia l y ogurt w a s more 
likely to do that than natural or 
hom em a de y ogurt. They point­ 
ed out that com m ercia l y ogurt 
is m a de by adding dry milk 
powder to the y ogurt to thicken 
it. T his “ e n r ic h e d ” y ogurt 
preparation then conta ins far 
m ore 
la ctose 
than 
ordinary 
milk and milk products. 


There is no ev idence that hu­ 
man beings eating ev en a la rge 
amount of y ogurt dev elop ca ta ­ 
ra cts on that basis. It is a v ery , 
v ery big jum p from ra ts on a 
strictly y ogurt diet to human 
beings ea ting y ogurt a s part of 
their diet. In v iew of the m ea ­ 
ger ev idence a v a ila ble I am 
content to tell y ou that y ou need 
not worry about the problem of 
ca ta ra cts from this source. 
DEAR DR. LAMB— A sta te­ 
ment on the report of a stress 
test I took recently sta ted rest­ 
ing ’electroca rdiogra ph shows

Would y ou plea se com m ent on

gram s in normal people I think 
this is one of the most unrelia ­ 
ble dia gnostic term s used in 
electroca rd iogra p h y . I ha v e

trocardiogram s. 
Ev en in skilled hands about 
15 per cent of electroca rdio­ 
gra m s dia gnosed a s left v en­ 
tricula r

The most com mon error is 
m a de in reading the electroca r­ 
diogram of a y oung, healthy , 
v igorous indiv idual. If y ou hap­ 
pen to be fa irly slender, m uscu­ 
lar and y oung and a ctiv e y ou 
could ha v e such a diagnosis 
without hav ing a ny thing wrong 
at a ll with y our heart. 


I'd like to a dd that a num ber 
of ca rdia c conditions w ill ca u se 
enla rgem ent of the hea rt which 
can ca u se electroca rdiogra phic 
cha nges cla ssified a s left v en ­ 
tricula r hy pertrophy . T hese in­ 
clude such things as high blood 
pressure.

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Ocean may hold key to nuclear waste

WOODS HOLE, Mass. (AP> 
— Tfte dark, cold ocean bottom, 
geologically unchanged for 10 
million years, someday may 
swallow the growing piles of ra­ 
dioactive waste from nuclear 
reactors. 
A 
consortium 
of 
ocean­ 
ographers and other scientists 
has been working on the burial 
of atomic wastes in the sea 
floor sediment or underlying 
rock for more than two years. 
Though cautious, the scientists 
say the idea looks promising. 
“ We have not found any in­ 
formation that tells us we ought 
to stop the study,” said Dr. 
Charles D. Hollister of the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic In­ 
stitution. “ The concept may be 
sound, but we don’t want to say 
we have the answer.” 
The isolated seabed areas 
being studied — under the 
north Central Pacific and the 
north Central Atlantic — were 
not affected by the last ice age, 
10.000 to 25.000 years ago. Hol­ 
lister said. 
“ In the ocean (floor) we have 
a continuous record of the envi­ 
ronment for 10 million years,” 
he said. "It's a unique history 
book. 
"If we can look back and see 
no evidence of environmental 
change for the last 10 million 
years, we have a better chance 
to convince ourselves there will 
be no change for the next half 
million years.” 
He said scientists expect to 
know enough by 1985 to say 
whether ocean floor burial of 
atomic wastes is feasible or 
not. 
Prof. Henry Kendall of Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. a leader of the Union of 
Concerned Scientists, said the 
seabed disposal idea is relative­ 
ly new. but worth study since 
some other plans fell apart. 
"W e are very much troubled 
at this point 25 years into the 
nuclear age that we find our­ 
selves with no satisfactory way 
to dispose of nuclear waste,” 
he said. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion had to abandon a plan to 
dump atomic trash in an old 
Lyons, Kan., salt mine and, ac­ 
cording to Kendall returned to 
"building above ground crypts 
that would require permanent 
surveillance for very long peri­ 
ods of time.” 
He said there have already 
been leaks of stored radioactive 
material in New York. Georgia, 
Kentucky, Colorado, Idaho and 
Washington. 
A group of 2,300 U.S. scien­ 
tists concerned about the in­ 
creasing quantities 
of dan­ 
gerous atomic wastes asked 
President Ford and Congress 
recently to hold up nuclear 
power development until dis­ 
posal and other safety issues 
are solved. 
The United States alone now 
has 56 atomic power plants 
with an estimated 2,000 tons of 
stored, burned-out fuel. If de­ 
velopment of these plants con­ 
tinues, the amount of dan­ 
gerous nuclear material piling 
up may top that every year, 
scientists say. 
Studies of earth's “ plates,” 
enormous chunks of the plan­ 
et’s crust which are still mov­ 
ing. indicate the most stable 
place to bury atomic junk safe­ 
ly is the floor of north central 
Pacific Ocean or possibly the 
north central Atlantic Both are 
plate centers and are expected 
to remain stable for at least a 
million years. 
The focus now is on muddy 
clay sediment, which covers 


In the 17th and 18th cen­ 
turies the use of the word 
"amuse" was "to divert the 
attention o f or ‘‘to mis­ 
lead ". W hen a tactician of the 
period of the Revolutionary 
War sent out a force to amuse 
the enemy, 
his intentions 
were no more humorous than 
those of today's commander 
who plans a diversion. The 
World Almanac notes 
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the seabed rock up to several 
thousand feet, to see how much 
insulation it provides. 
“ These tests now are specif­ 
ically trying to determine the 
rate of migration of radionuclei 
(atomic particles) through the 
sediment,” said Hollister. "We 
want to make sure that when it 
reaches the sea floor, it’s (de­ 
cayed) beyond the background 
level (amount of radiation in 
the environment from natural 
sources).” 
The researchers have already 
found that water seeps through 
this fine clay so slowly the rate 


cannot yet be determined. 
G. Ross Heath, University of 
Rhode Island oceanographer, is 
researching how fast atomic 
particles work through 35-foot 
samples of sediment. 
They 
were taken from the Pacific 
Ocean floor about 20,000 feet 
under the surface. 
“ By the middle of the year 
we expect some preliminary 
findings,” 
he said. 
“ Later, 
we’re hopeful of taking some 
very long cores, up to 100 feet.” 
He said one problem is that 
dangerous atomic wastes for 
the first 1,000 years or so give 


off a lot of heat which may af­ 
fect the sediment. And different 
types of radioactive material — 
strontium, cesium or plutonium 
— decay at different rates. 
The scientists are also well 
aware of possible nonscientific 
roadblocks to putting any pro­ 
gram into action. 
“ Even if it’s technically fea­ 
sible, it may not necessarily be 
feasible 
politically,” 
Heath 
said. 
Heath said any atomic burial 
sites would be in international 
waters, and negotiations among 
nuclear science nations should 


develop a joint program. 
“ It would probably be more 
economical if a single tech­ 
nique is done by all nuclear na­ 
tions,” he said. 
The senior chemist of the 
project, Dr. Vaughan T. Bowen 
of the Woods Hole institution, 
thinks it may be closer to 1990 
before a final answer on seabed 
atomic tombs can be given. 
He said: “ It’s going to take 
you so many years to obtain 
samples you need for testing. 
Then it will take one to two 
years before you get enough in­ 
formation from them to go on 


to the next set of questions.” 
He said one of the most criti­ 
cal aspects is to be able to 
show that the place they decide 
to 
bury 
atomic 
trash 
is 
uniformly safe over a great dis­ 
tance. 
“ It’s going to require an ung­ 
odly amount of work to prove 
this,” said Dr. Bowen. 
The U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission is studying other 
disposal sites, such as another 
salt mine in New Mexico, rock­ 
eting waste to outer space and 
burial in deep granite areas or 
under polar ice.

Dear Ann Landers: I have not 
been long in your country and 
am trying to understand A m er­ 
icans and their custom s.

“Was it a big funeral?” is a 
question I am ask ed always. 
Why is it im portant that a fu­ 
neral be “ big” (lik e a party 
where guests are invited)? Is it 
;onsidered a status symbol to 
nave a big funeral? I would ra- 
her have a sm all funeral, only 
.he people who really cared 
about me, rather than a huge 
crowd who come for social pur­ 
poses. 
They then ask if anybody 
“ brok e down” ? It seem s the ob­ 
servers are disappointed unless 
there is a big display of grief. If 
the widow is carried out they 
are pleased, lik e in an ex citing 
film. If there are no tears or 
loud crying or if nobody faints, 
it is assum ed that the m ourners 
didn’t care very m uch about the 
deceased. Then, of course, an 
im portant question, “W hat did 
So-And-So w e a r? ” All this 
seem s strange to me. I would 
lik e to understand it better. Can 
you help?— Old Country 
D ear O.C.: Not ALL people 


would ask the questions you 
listed. Just the nosy, boorish 
and insensitive. 
It is true that certain people 
enjoy w itnessing grief. This 
m eans their own lives are so 
empty and uneventful that any 
display of emotion is “enter­ 
tainm ent.” How sad.

Indian students learn 
art of basket-weaving 


BINGEN, Wash. (A P)— The 
ancient and refined Indian art 
of bask et weaving is being 
taught at the Adult Learning 
Center here—but only to In­ 
dians. 
Some 28 students are also 
learning to string beads and 
m ak e 
moccasins 
at college 
classes aim ed at recapturing 
the nearly lost sk ills developed 
by their ancestors over thou­ 
sands of years. 
Most of the 28 students are 
from the Klick itat tribe, p art of 
the Yak ima nation. They m eet 
three evenings each week at the 
center, just opened by Clark 
College in the old Bingen E le­ 
m entary School building. 
Teaching bask et weaving is 
Elsie Thomas, 65, who learned 


the ancient arta s a child from 
her parents. Ross Brewer, di­ 
rector of evenin instruction at 
Clark College, says she is one of 
the last persons in the world 
with this k nowledge. 
She started her instruction 
in November by tak ing her pu­ 
pils far into the m ountains to 
dig cedar roots. They also gath­ 
ered bear grass from an area in 
which their ancestors gleaned 
bask et m aterials in the misty 
past. 
Bask ets woven by Indians 
from the Pacific Northwest em ­ 
ploy a 
technique k nown as 
coiled bask etry. One feature is 
an overlay decoration, applied 
as the bask et is sew n. 
Each bask et is built up with 
coils of the cedar roots, while 


grasses and thin bark that is 
dyed various colors are used for 
the designs. 
The bask ets woven by Mrs. 
Thom as could sell for $85 to 
$185, says Nettie Kunek i, coor­ 
dinator of the evening program . 
“ I doubt if we—the students— 
could ever get that good,” she 
said. 
It tak es M rs. Thom as about 
one week to com plete each b as­ 
k et. 
H er students say they are 
learning the old sk ills not only 
to perpetuate a tradition but 
“because we want Indian bas­ 
k ets and c an’t afford to buy 
them .” 
B rew er said restoration of 
the a rt of bask et weaving is fi­ 
nanced by a federal grant. 


Parents oppose IQ tests

Parents 
are 
beginning 
to 
assum e som e responsibility for 
what is happening 
to their 
children in the school — and 
some teachers, psychologists 
and publishers bitterly resent 
those efforts. 
In 
C alifornia 
and 
in 
M assachusetts, parent group» 
are seek ing to ban the use of IQ 
tests. Some local school boards 
in M assachusetts have already 
banned the tests on their own 
and are seek ing to ban the tests 
state-wide. In California, the 
legislature is also tak ing up the 
sam e debate. 
T here a re se ve ra l 
good 
reasons for doing aw ay with IQ 
tests. 
F irst, they are unreliable. A 
child who scores poorly when 
the test is given in, say, the fifth 
grade, m ight test very well two 
or three y ears later. The reason 
for 
this 
is 
that 
a 
child’s 
emotional state has a lot to do 
with how well he or she scores. 
If the child in the fifth grade is 
having som e problem s at home, 
prob lem s 
w hich 
a re 
s uc ­ 
cessfully resolved a couple of 
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years later, the test scores 
could go a lot higher. Jum ps of 
10, 15, even 20 points are not 
that unusual. 
But the dam age from the low 
scores will have already been 
done. The fifth grade teacher, 
convinced that 
the child is 
incapable 
of 
com prehending 
advanced m aterial, begins to 
teach “down” to the child. The 
child begins to do less well, be­ 
cause the teacher ex pects him 
to 
do 
less 
well. 
The self- 
fulfilling 
prophecy 
is 
a c ­ 
complished. 


And of course, the six th grade 
teacher, look ing at those test 
scores, as well as the fifth 
grade teac her’s rem ark s, con­ 
tinues to teach the child in the 
sam e m anner. After all, what 
incentive does she have to work 
hard with a “dull” child? 


When the child enters high 
school and becomes disruptive, 
the teachers chalk it up to his 
low IQ rather than to the fact 
that the child is disruptive 
because he is bored stiff. When 
world-renowned 
psychiatrist 
Fritz Redl is presented with a 
case of a m isbehaving child, he 


alw ays look s first to how the 
child is treated in school, how 
that child is viewed by the 
Ipaohprs 
Who then, lik es IQ tests? 
The publishers of IQ tests lik e 
them because the publishers 
m ak e money from them . 


L azy te a c he rs lik e them 
because it m ak es the job of 
“judging” 
which 
student 
is 
bright and which is dull a lot 
easier. Without those tests the 
teachers would have to put in a 
great deal m ore tim e and effort 
differentiating between those 
two categories of students. 


Some psychologists lik e them 
because it gives them an easy 
standard by which they can 
classify a student, easier than 
having to spend hours and 
hours 
analy zing 
a 
c hild ’s 
behavior patterns. 
The IQ test is nothing m ore 
than a crutch for weak teachers 
— and a crippler for those 
burdened by the results of those 
tests. 
Parents are realizing this. 
It’s about tim e the teachers, 
psychologists and publishers 
realize the sam e thing.

Editor’s Note: Many child 
psychologists say the first three 
years of life are the most im­ 
portant and new educational 
programs should be created to 
assure adequate child develop­ 
ment.

BROOKLINE, Mass. (AP) — 
They’re revolutionaries in rom­ 
pers, these two-year-olds run­ 
ning 
around the 
playroom, 
throwing blocks, sliding down a 
slide. 
They may look just like any 
two-year-olds, 
but 
they’re 
among the most diagnosed, 
tested and observed youngsters 
in the country. They’re the chil­ 
dren of BEEP (Brookline Early 
Education Project) and, educa­ 
tors from all over the country 
are watching this pilot program 
which one day could revolution­ 
ize public education. 
BEEP is the first known pro­ 
gram to involve a public school 
system in the education of chil­ 
dren from birth. 
It is based on the concept put 


forth by several psychologists 
and education experts that a 
child’s most critical learning is 
done before the age of three. 
They 
say 
that 
nearly 
all 
achievement after that depends 
on what is learned during that 
crucial period. 
“ If B E E P proves successful 
school systems will have to 
take another look at their order 
of priorities,” said Dr. Donald 
Pierson, program director. 
School systems usually spend 
the most money on high school 
students, far less on elementa­ 
ry school pupils and little or 
none on pre-schoolers. 
B E E P by contrast provides 
support and education to tod­ 
dlers in the program ¿nd “ es­ 
pecially to parents, who we 
consider the most important 
educators,” Pierson said. 
B E E P was opened to resi­ 
dents of Brookline, a Boston 
suburb, who had children born 
between March 1973 and Octo­ 
ber 1974 and some black and 
Hispanic youngsters from near­ 
by Boston bom during the 
same period. The program 
started with 285 children in Oc­ 
tober 1974 and is now down to 
230 families because some have

observers of their children and 
to understand the stages of 
growth and development.” 
The Madison project, which 
began in September, serves 90 
children, most of them handi­ 
capped and ranging from in­ 
fants to the age of 5. Some nor­ 
mal children serve for the 
handicapped youngsters as ex­ 
amples to follow. 
“ We’re playing catch-up be­ 
cause the kids are develop- 
mentally delayed,” said staff 
director Kay Broome. 
“ We 
have families that are super-ex- 
cited about the progress their 
kids have made since Septem­ 
ber.” 
Parents of B E E P children 
are excited. 
The mother of one two-year- 
old girl said: “ It’s helped me 
be more aware of her develop­ 
ment. It’s taught me what to 
look for and what to look out 
for.” 
While her daughter is in day 
care, she stops by the once ele­ 
gant old mansion that now 
houses the B E E P offices and 
playrooms. She chats with oth­ 
er mothers, passing on her ex­ 
periences — “ Don’t worry, kids 
often get a rash with a high fe­ 
ver” — and shares a look at a 


new catalog of baby clothes. 
In fact, the chance for par­ 
ents to get together is as much 
a part of the program as its 
battery of tests. 
“ We’ve found most families 
with young children around 
here don’t have family near­ 
by,” Pierson said. “ They ex­ 
perience a feeling of isolation. 
We are open to provide a place 
to get together, provide contact 
with experts in the field and 
teach parents how to better 
utilize existing resources.” 
Much of the education is 
aimed at the parents, rather 
than the children, and even 
then it’s subtle. 
“ We don’t pretend to tell par­ 
ents what they should do,” 
Pierson said. “ We want them 
to pick and choose. We try to 
get them to relax and realize 
there’s no formula and to enjoy 
their child at this time — to re­ 
alize their child is unique and 
that the child’s development is 
not totally dependent on them. 
That the child brings some­ 
thing, too.” 
Teachers from the B E E P 
Center meet with parents at 
home and spend time with the 
children at the center joining in 
their play groups. All of the 


teachers are also parents of 
young children. 
They 
help 
other 
parents 
tackle such problems as how to 
make the house safe for craw­ 
ling infants or what to do about 
sibling rivalries. 
One mother complains her 
two children are “ constantly 
fighting.” A B E E P teacher sug­ 
gests that the mother actually 
time with a watch when the 
fighting begins and how long it 
lasts. The mother discovers the 
fighting is not “ constant.” It 
comes at certain times of the 
day, and the teacher suggests
